T0 BUILD HUGE STEEL SPAN

—_—

Terminal Cempany's Bridge to Be Made
Inte Deuble Lraw.

TO ACCOMMO®DATE SHIFTING CHANNEL

Change Will Be Made Next Spring,
Provided BRIl Authorizsing 1t Goes
Sucesnfully Throngh Con-
gress In the Meantime,

“Provided, of course, that our bridge bill
runs the legislative gamut successfully at
Washington, we sghall begin work on the
reconstruction of the bridge this spring
and finish the work by the end of the
year," sald Joha H. Websater of the Omaha
Bridge and Terminal company yeeterday
morning.

“Explicitly, the proposition is to put in
on the Nebraska end a drawbridge which
will be an exact copy of that which now
forms the lowa end of the bridge. Thus
the entire bridge will then be composed of
two huge draws, the longest In the waorld,
and every portion of the river will be open
to navigation.

“This will be manifestly much better for
the country, and the government ls certaln
to let us do it. There would he no reason
for refusing to allow us te do something
which Is more to the advantage of the gov-
ernment than what we already have per-
misslon to do,

“The present status {8 this: Three lem-
porary wood and Iron spans form the Ne-
braska end of the bridge, connecting thia
shore with the lowa drawbrldge portlon
We have been granted authority to replace
these spans with one permanent fixed span
that would effectually close all this side of
the river to navigatlon. Now we propose
to put In another draw Instead of the fixed
span,

To Fit Changing Channel,

“The fact that the channel I& constantly
wavering from side to side |s the reason
why thin will be the better scheme. 1 have
#oen the Missouri when there was six teet
of water under our draw portilon and forty
feet under the three spans at this  end.
Again, 1 have seen It when the conditions
of depth were just reversed. With two
draws the boats can follow the channel
wherever |t shifts, w

“We will selze the time betweesn the
April high water and the June high water
to begin this work. The lowa draw cost
us $145,000, excluslve of the blg central
pler which supports It. That cost was based
directly upon the expense of the steel that
went into It. We pald 5 cents a pound for
that bridge, and It welghs about 2,900,000
rounds. It |8 probable that the cost of this
new draw will be about the same, though
it will vary just ms much as the price of
steel has varied since that time,

“The pler will be a differont proposition.
Wa hope to get the new one In cheaper than
the old one. That Is of solid stone and
concrele, and Is thirty feot in dlameter
and 146 feot deep. When It was sunk a
new method wns employed for the first time,
the calsson plan not belng used. That made
It more expensive, am It was conalderable
of an experiment, We do not know how
far down we will have to go on #he Ne-
braska slde to get bedrock, but the pler
will be cheaper.

“The lowa draw s 520 feet long. The
new one will be the same length, but that
will not reach the entire distance from
the end of the present draw to the Ne-
braska bank, which s 600 feet. There
must be a filling in with another small sec-
tion of bridging elther at this end or at the
middle of the river. I do not know which
will be done.**
